In 1861 be became assist­ 
ant secretary of war.

he became editor of the Chicago Re­ 
publican. 
In 1868 he w ent to New 
York as editor of the Sun, aud was 
with that paper up to his death, con­ 
trolling a m ajority of the stock. 
His 
salary was $50,000 a year, besides his 
dividends. 
Politically, the attitude of The Sun 
has been such as to m ake one almost 
dizzy in following its various changes.

feet before 1 found any nay d irt.
